Frenich Lroops hayve captured 400 yards
of the German first-line trenches south-
gant of Dead Man's Hill, on the Verdun
front, says the offlcinl statement of the
War Office today.
East of Obarsa, in the Voages, the Ger-
mans have penetrated Hrench positions
over & front of 360 yarda

The French poaitiona entered by the Ger-
mana aovered a depth of 300 yards. In-
stead of attempting to suround the eap-
tured ground, the German detachment re-
turned to the German lines with some pria-
onera and booty,

Viclons counter-attncks wers made by
tho French Iast night In the triangle formed
by Dend Man's Hill, Cumleres and Chat-
tancourt. It wns thers that the French
were able to advance,

Hoavy artillary fire is reported from the
Lann front, where the Germans are on-
gaged with the Hritish. Following in the
text of the ofMelal report:

North and south of Lens thers was
violent artillery firing yeaterday.

To the loft of the Meuss the French
pent forward conalderable,forces last
night againet our positions on Dead
Man's Hill and Caurettes wood, Houth.
oast of Dead Man's Hill they sucosoded
in gotting n foothold In our first-line
trenches over n width of 400 yards
Othorwise the reported assaults wore
repulsed with heavy losses,

To the right of the Meuns artillery
mctivity has continued on a heavy scale.

positlons over a width of 350 yards
and to a depth of 300 yards returning

PARIS, June 1.—Another attempt by the
@ermnna to carry by storm the French poni-
tlons at Dead Man's Hill was made last
night.

Although preceded by a furious bombard-
ment, which battered the French trenches
fnto o shapelesn mass and carried out with
the utmost stubbornness, the assauit was

ulnad,
“innaunmmsnt of the faflure of the Ger-
man effort last night was made in the
offlolal communique of the French War
Office today.

While the German Infantry was engaged
wost of the Mouse, ths Fronch lines on the
Douaumont front, 1o the east of the river,
were under hot artillery fire. Virtually all
the German guns northeast of Verdun
were concentrated upon m ghort target, ap-
proximataly two miles broad. The shells
fall at Intervals of less than a second. The
ontire French line, oomprising both first
and second line trenches, was smothered be-
neath the tempeat of steel.

Thoe text of the offlelal sommunique
followa:

On the laft bank of the Meusa the
bombardment continuéd with great
violenca In the course of the night In
the reglon of Dead Man's HIlL An
attack by the Germang yeaterday eve-
ning about B o'clock against our posi-
tions on the slopes east of thoe hill was
completely repulsed by our fire,

On the right bank ths artillery duel
has assumed a character of intenslve-
neas wedt of Fort Douaumant.

The night was relatively calm on
the rest of the front.

Last night one of our aviation
squadrons throw 20 bomba on the sta-
tions at Thionville and Audunleroman
nnd 60 shells on the supply depot at
Azannes,

The Germans have thrown more than
76,000 fresh troops into actlon at Verdun
since o wetk ago today, acoording to re-
porta rocelved by the War Offioo. At least
five new German divisions have been en-
gaged on both banks of the Mpuse,

Sinos February 1,000,000 Germans have
been In action at Verdun, according to 'War
OMeo figures. Of thia nimber It is osatl-
mited that about 300,000 have been killed
or put out of mction

Thers Is, of courss, a disposition to re-
mamber that many of the threats and high-
sounding phrases carried In the note are
due to ‘Mexican sensitiveness,’ and the
fact fa not lost smight of that Mexico Is
rulned economically, ‘and the de facto
Government on the verge of collapss.
